INDIGO PRODUCTION IN 
"MANGHURTA, i 


ber Barca, ¢7 rae 4 
‘ The following interosting sccount of how 
indigo is produced ti_Mancbiria is givén by. a 
correspondent of tho Chitiese ‘Times:—On leaving 
Uni-long-chong we. turued: due north along 
tho castern border. of the Imperial forest 
through a wide valley etrotohing ' from’ tho cily 
to I-tung-ho, a distance of: over ‘100 milos.;| 
‘Thia valley was’ porhaps the most-thiokly popu- 
lated district we saw. Tho lend-is fully cultivated, 
and well cullivated, up to the border of and 
even onoronching on the forbidden forest. One 
of the most important prodacta of thia ay of tho 
othor valleys is indigo. Our attention was the 
more directed to it here on account of the nn. 
usually large number of indigo tanks we mot with 
in this valley.. Every farmer; large or amall, 
has‘ got an indigo. vat or vats attached to his 


tence. On- the northern bank: of this bend 
tho city is built. Lookiug along the-yiver -bank: 
the scone is atrikingly picturasqne. *'Tho houses 
facing the south are built on the river’. bank, 
and the atrest consists of an artificial’ platform 
of wood 20 foot high, built bet weon the, houses 
and tho riv Wooden bridges spau tho narrow 
nreots_leading down tq. the, water's edge. 
Groat piles of magnificont ‘timber, floated: down 
the Sungrari from tho forests of the enst in sum. 
wer, ‘tre built op along tho river sido: On’ our 
arrival the river wag frozem ovor, and the hills 
of thie further sido were half covered .. with 
snow, and the hoate énd alsiifs were lying high 
and dey upon thé. beach.
